taking of an authorised undertaker, at a | 
fair salue, which might, in the absence of | 
agreement, be fixed by arbitration. The 
Board had served notice on the company 
that the undertaking should vest in them on 
the 3rd April of this year. The purchase 
money had been fixed by agreement, and the 
position, so far as the company was con- 
cerned, was that, having heretofore standing 
upon its books at a certain valuation an 
electrical lighting undertaking, it now found 
itself in the position of no longer having 
that undertaking, bui a sum of money in the | 
hands of the Supply Board. 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked was the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board going to pay the cost of 
the plaintiff company’s proceedings.

Replying to Mr. Rice, he said that he had 
five years’ experience of finger print~ work, 
and held diplomas from the Bureau of 
Identification, Copenhagen ; from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and from the Prisons Foard. 
The photographs produced were reproruc- 
tions of the finger prints on the giass and 
other finger prints. He was quite certain 
that the marks on the glass had been made 
by the person whose finger prints had been 
sent to him. 

To Mr. Rice—A_ mistake 
absolutely impossible. 

The witness explained at length how the 
characteristics of the different finger prints 
coincided. 

James Gray, one: of the accused, in 
evidence, said that’ he had nothing to do 
with the robbery. The finger print on the 
glass could not be his, as he had been on the 
roof only once, and then he did not touch 
the glass. 

Mrs. Bridget Gray, mother of James Gray, 
said that she lecked the front door at might 
and took the key-up with her, so that no one 
could go out without her knowledge. 

A sister stated that she saw Gray at eight 
o’clock Mass on Friday, the 6th December. 
She did, not go out with him that morning, 
but they came home together. 

John Lambert, the other accused man, 
stated that during the week ‘of ‘the robbery 
another man (Brady) made use of the stable. 
Gray used to go there then. Brady’s pony 
was stabled where the safe was found. When 
in the stable after unyoking his pony he did 
not see the safe there. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rice, Lambert said 
that the door of the stable could be opened 
without a key, and that when Inspector Dun- 
leavy brought him down he insisted on the 
witness opening the door with the key of the 
padlock. He did not know how the stolen 
property got into his stable. 

FOUND GUILTY. 

Judge Shannon, summing up, said that the 
State case against Gray depended on the 
evidence of the finger print expert. He had 
been a motor driver in Poole’s, and might 
have driven the motor lorry carrying the 
safe ; but there was no evidence of it. If the 
jury thought that the lorry was simply taken 
for the purpose of taking the safe, they might 
acquit the accused of that charge.

WHY A CLAIM FAILED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Christopher . O'Connell, © taxi-cab owner, 
Hendrick street, sued Virtue and Company, 
Limited, fine art and book publishers, London, 
with an “office im Trinity street; Dublin, to 
recover damages for an injury done to his 
taxi-cab by the defendants’ servant, who’ was 
driving a motor car from Lucan towards the 
city on the 20th October last. 

Mr. O'Connell, the plaintiff, said that a 
soldier was injured as a result of the collision, 
and that he took him to hospital. The 
estimate for the repairs of the taxi-cab was 
£27 10s., and as he could not afford to pay 
that sum he had to sell the car for £4 10s. 
Before the accident it was worth £60. 

The defence to the action was that the car 
had been used by an employe of the company, 
named Shannon, without authority or per- 
mission, and that he had not been engaged on 
the business’ of thé company when ‘the 
collision took place. 

Mr. John F. O’Keeffe, Manager and district- 
agent for the defendants, stated that Shannon 
had been engaged by him as collector, and 
for that purpose he had the use of a Sun- 
beam car. He had no authority to use the 
car for his own purpose, or for “ joy-rides,’’ 
The occurrence took place on a Sunday. On 
the previous day Shannon asked him if, when 
he had fimshed his work, he could have the 
car in the evening to remove his belongings 
from one lodgings to another. He gave him 
permission, and told him that as he would be 
late he had better put up the car somewhere 
until Monday morning. On Monday morning 
Shannon told him what. had happened. He 
gave Shannon no permission to take out the 
car on Sunday. The matter was not 
mentioned, and if it were he would not 
have given permission; for he had no 
authority to do so from the firm. In fact, 
he had no authority to use the car, even for 
himself, 

The case was dismissed on the merits, with 
costs,

DERBY ROMANCE. 
MR. PEPYS AT THE 
RACES.

» HERMITS DERBY, 


(By “W. S, W.” 


HE Grand National, the Lincoln, the 
Oaks and Ascot all have their follow- 
ing, but none creates the fine frenzy that 
sends kings and princes, lords and ladies, 
gypsies, tipsters, costers, touts and all 
the riff-raff of the four countries in the 
shouting, jostling stream that follows the 
London road to Epsom Downs. Over a 
mile and a half of turf the pick of the 
world’s thoroughbreds battle for the 
leadership, while millions of pounds sway 
in the balance to make or break, as fate 
shall decide. The very turf of the Downs 
Is sacred; for over it have stamped the 
hooves of the world’s greatest horses since 
the days of the Stuart kings. 


EARLY HISTORY. 


In the May of 1663 Mr. Pepys wrote in 
his diary: “ Having intended this day to 
go to Banstead Downs to a famous 
race, I sent Will to get himself ready to 
go with me; but I hear it is put off 
because the lords do sit in Parliament to- 
day.’’ Banstead Downs included much of 
what we now call Epsom Downs, and it is 
known that horse-racing was common 
there from the days when James {. 
established a race for the Silver Bell. Mr. 
Tepys’s complaint that the Lords sat on 
such a day was remedied in the spacious 
times of Queen Victoria, when Lord 
George Bentinck passed a motion through 
the House of Commons that it should ad- 
journ for Derby Day. This stood for many 
a day until, in the ‘seventies, the motion 
was lost by a narrow majority. Yet on 
Derby Day all the members, save thirty- 
five staunch had joined the mad 
rush to Epsom, and the House was forced 
to adjourn ; for it was five members short 
of the necessary quota. 

It was long after the days of Mr. Pepys 
before the first official Derby was run. On 
the 6th May, 1780, the Karl of Derby, 
assisted by thirty-six subscribers, initiated 
the first of the Derby Stakes. This race 
was ominous of the future; for the winner 
of the £1,125 stake, Sir Charles Purbury’s 
Diomed, was sold for the sum of fifty 
pounds to an American. Despite this 
preliminary sucess, the Earl’s race showed 
an inclination to lapse in popularity for 
some time, and in 1794, when Dedalus 
won, there were only four starters. The 
founder oí the race did not win it until 
1788, with Sir Peter Teazle. For nearly a 
century and a half the race remained as 
the ambition of the successive Earls of 
Derby, until the present Earl was success- 
ful with Sansovino in 1924, 


A CALAMITY. 


Lord George Bentinck, who was respon- 
sible for the passing of the celebrated 
motion through the House, was a success- 
ful owner on manv courses. Like all 
owners, his great ambition was to win the 
Derby, but, despite his many successes, 
this final victory eluded him. One year he 
entered no less than five horses for the 
race. Of these two died during training, 
the third became a “ roarer,” the fourth 
was made a lady’s hack, and the fifth 
alone saw Epsom—as the wheeler in Lord 
George's four-in-hand. Disappointed by 
these failures, he disposed of his entire 
stable, but among the rejected horses was 
Surplice, who was the winner of the 1848 
Derby. Lord George was in the House of 
Commons when the news came through, 
and, turning distractedly to Lord Beacon- 
field, who was smiling quietly, he cried: 
“ You don’t know what the Derby is.” 
“Yes, I do,” was the reply; “ it is the 
blue ribbon of the turf” The blue 
ribbon it is called to this day. 

This disappointment so worked on Lord 
George that his mind became unhinged, 
and shortly afterwards his lifeless bodv 
was found on the edge of the park of Wel. 
beck Abbey. The verdict of the coroner s 
jury supplies the epitaph to this grim 
drama—‘‘ Death from the visitation of 
God.”’ 


ROUNDABOUTS AND WINGS. 

The Derby carries with it more money 
than any other race in the world. It has 
been said that five million pounds depend 
upon the result; it may be millions more, 
or millions less—no one knows. With 
such money dependent upon it, it is but 
naimral that there have been many 
failures, but surely none was more 
remarkable than that of the Marquis 
of Hastings. In the year 1867, the 
year of Hermit’s Derby, this  noble- 
man’s stable had a record of one 
hundred and forty-six victories. His 
trainer took sixteen horses to Goodwood, 
and between them they won fourteen 
victories, Henry Chaplin had entered 
Hermit for the Derby, but some months 
previously the horse had broken a blood- 
vessel, so that, when Derby Day came 
round, odds of 66 to 1 were offered against 
it. During the months preceding the race 
Hastings had been laying every penny 
that he could raise against Hermit. 
Snow and sleet fell heavily before the race, 
and so bad was the light that the horses 
could barely be distinguished. When the 
race was over, the Murquis still, like 
many Others, imagined tliat Marksman, 
and not Hermit, had won, It was some 
time before he realised that he had lost 
over £150,000. Despite his many 
successes jn other races, the young noble- 
man was forced to sell his last remaining 
estates to meet, his debts. 

A more successful owner wes Tord Fal- 
mouth, who, never training more than\a 
string of twenty, in thirteen years wor 
over two hundred aid forty thousand 
pounds of the public money. In his first 
year, 1870, he won the Derby with King- 
oraft. Four years later he had a stable 
boy, named Fred Archer. This gtable 
boy won the Two Thousand Guineas in 
the same year, and three years later won 
the Derby for the first, but not the last. 
time, on Lord Falmouth’s Silvie. Fred 
Archer was the greatest jockey of his day;

No other race has boasted such devotees 
as the Derby. John Scott, who trained 
five winners of the Blue Riband, saw no 
fewer than fifty Derbys, and his familiar 
figure was never once missing from Epsom 
on the great day for thirty-four consecu- 
tive years. John Gully, the prize-fighter 
\LP., also boasted of having witnessed 
fifty Derbys, and James Weatherby, 4 
sporting journalist, who used to say he 
‘“ wouldn't miss the Derby even to attend 
his own funeral,” did not miss a single 
race from 1828 till 1894. Lord Palmers- 
ton, too, must have seen at least half a 
hundred Derbys, but the record remains 
with the late Earl of Coventry, who, in 
the course of his long life, saw the classic 
race for seventy years running.

Asparagus. 


That most delicious vegetable, aspara- 
gus, seems to be more plentiful and con- 
siderably cheaper this season than it has 
been for some years past. A friend, who 
is an authority on food values, tells me 
that its nutritious content is small, and 
that it is liable to become dangerous to 
health if eaten in very large quantities, 
but I remain undeterred by this opinion. 
Since the time of the Romans the flavour 
of asparagus has been esteemed beyond 
anv other vegetable. It grows best in a 
rich, sandy soil, and requires careful 
attention when the seeds are first planted. 
but once the beds are made they will 
continue in good hearing condition for 
twenty years or more, In France large 
quantities of asparagus are raised among 
the vines, and the seeds form one of the 
numerous substitutes for coffee.

A kind of vinegar is made from 
its juice, which is supposed to possess 
great virtues as a cure for sprains or 
scalds, and it also serves to curdle the 
whey used as a remedy for colds. 

Shakespeare bears witness to the value 
of crab-wood staves as weapons. in 
“ Henry VIII.,”’ and, stout old Isaac 
Walton mentions its juice as the 
principal ingredient a forgotten 
delicacy called sillabub. 


The Grave of Attila. 


The researches the tomb of 
Tut-ank-hamen seem to have inspired 
certain European scientists to make an 
attempt to find the grave of Attila, so 
that even the famous Hun is not to be 
allowed to rest in peace, In the year 452 
Attila, with an enormous host of 
followers, made an incursion into Italy, 
and advanced to the very gates of Rome. 
The city was saved from destruction only 
by the personal mediation of Pope Leo l., 
who visited the barbarian, and is said to 
have subdued his ferocity by tho apostolic 
majesty of his appearance. It is also 
related that the apostles Peter and Paul 
appeared in Attila’s camp and changed 
his purpose. The following year Attila, 
having apparently forgotten the apostolic 
warning, prepared for another invasion, 
but in the meantime he married the 
beautiful Ildico, who is said to have 
stabbed him while he slept.

who slashed themselves with knives before 
they proceeded to celebrate the funeral 
rites of their King. His body was placed 
in three coffins, the first of gold, the 
second of silver, and the third of iron; 
his arms and jewellery were buried with 
him, and the captives who made his grave 
were all put to death, that none might 
betray his resting plase.

Hawthorn Superstitions. 


The hawthorn blossoms are, perhaps, the 
most. beautiful flowers borne by any of 
our native trees, and just now the country- 
side is transformed by their dazzling 
display of clustered ivory-white blooms. 
One would think that these flowers would 
be welcomed as a decoration to the rooms 
of the countryman’s house, but you seldom 
find them displayed in any rustic 
dwelling. This, I understand, is due to 
an old superstition that the tree is un- 
lucky, and this belief is probably derived 
from the legend that the crown of thorns 
was made from this plant. It is strange, 
however, that girls are so adverse to its 
delightful florets, as its branches are 
sacred to Hymen, the god of marriage. 

In parts of Ireland the hawthorn is 
known as the ‘‘ gentle bush,’’ and woe be- 
tide him who cuts it down, as it is the 
bush of the ‘‘ good people” William 
Allingham refers to this tradition in the 
following lines :— 


Is any man so daring

CELEBRATIONS BY THE

The King celebrated úis 65th birthday 
yesterday. Apart from the official cele- 
brations, there were no special functions 
at Buckingham Palace to mark the 
occasion. 

Hundreds of congratulatory messages 
were received from all over the world. 

Members of the Royal Family called at 
the Palace to convey their birthday 
wishes, and among the many presents 
which the King received were gifts from 
his grandchildren, Princess Elizabeth, 
and Prince Mary’s two sons, Viscount 
Lascelles and Master Gerald Lascelles, 

The Prince of Wales, who took the 
salute, was the central figure at the 
trooping of the colours celebration on 
the Horse Guards’ Parade. 

The Duke of Connaught, who was to 
have been the King’s deputy, decided not 
to undergo the strain of the parade, and 
sat with the Queen, Princess Mary, and 
Prince George at the window of the 
Royal box over the Horse Guards’ Arch, 
watching the ceremony. 

The massed bands and the drums and 
pipes of the Brigade of Guards, played 
the National Anthem, and every man in 
the large crowd bared his head as the 
Guards gav» the Royal Salute. 

CEREMONIAL PARADE. 

Warships in Portsmouth Harboyr were 
decorated. 

On Southsea Common between 3,000 
and 4,000 officers and men of the Navy, 
Army, Royal Marines, and Royal Air 
Force units took part in a ceremonial 
parade. 

The Royal Salute was fired at noon, 
and was followed by a feu de joie and 
cheers for the King by the troops. There 
was a march past, the salute being taken 
by Admiral of the Fleet Sir Roger Keyes, 
Commander-in-Chief.

DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


MR. J. H. THOMAS’S NEW 
APPOINTMENT.

The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald), in the House of Commons 
yesterday, was asked whether he proposed 
to make any change in the administration 
of Dominion affairs preparatory to the 
meeting of the Imperial Conference. 

The approach of the Imperial Con- 
ference and the nature of its business, he 
said, necessitate a seperation of the ofhces 
of the Dominions and Colonies. This has 
already been made by declaration, but not 
in fact. At the moment there are two 
Under-Secretaries of State, but they still 
have one head in common. I propose now 
to put a head on each of them, This 
ought to have been done before, but it was 
so inconvenient that my predecessor and 
myself delayed it. Now, in preparation 
for the Imperial Conference; it must be 
done, 

THE LORD PRIVY SEAL. 

The economic relations between the 
Dominions and ourselves have always been 
a matter of great interest to this Govern- 
ment, and there have been exchanges of 
views, and this whole question has been 
examined in preparation for what will be 
one of the most important discussions at 
the Imperial Conference. I am anxious 
that the contact already existing between 
the Lord Privy Seal on the one Land, and 
the Dominions Ministers on the other, 
should be further and more effectively 
used, both for inter-imperial purposes and 
in connection with our own unemployment 
policy. (Laughter.) I have, therefore, 
decided to ask the Lord Privy Seal to take 
the Dominions, and he has consented. 
This will necessitate the readjustment of 
the machinery set up for dealing with 
unemployment, but that will be announced 
in due course. 

A NEW SALARIED POST. 

Mr. Churchill—Is it intended to create 
a new salaried post. of the first magni- 
tude ? 

Mr. Macdonald—It is intended that ihe 
Dominions, on account of their new posi- 
tion in the Constitution, should be 
separated from the Colonies, T+ is im- 
possible for this country to meet in another 
Imperial Conference without that having 
taken place. 

Mr. Churchill—Will the Prime Minister 
consider whether, by the suppression of 
other offices, we can be sure that no addi- 
tional charge is made on the Exchequer? 

Mr. Macdonald—That discovery has not 
escaped my observation. 

Major Colfox (Conservative, Dorset)— 
Are we to think that the Lord Privy Ceal 
has got another job? 

Mr. Baldwin—Will this necessitate the 
bringing in of a supplementary estimate ? 

Mr. Macdonald—That I am not quite 
sure about. If it is necessary, it will be 
done.

PROPOSED NEW INCOME 
TAX ALLOWANCES. 
From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Both Houses of the Oireachtas meet 
to-day, but, so far as one can judge from 
the order papers, there is nothing likely 
to cause any undue excitement. In the 
Dail the principal matter to come up for 
discussion is the second stage of the Elec- 
tricity (Supply) (Amendment) Bill. The 
main purpose of the bill is to make special 
provision in relation to the assessment of 
rates on premises in occupation of the 
Electricity Supply Board and on rents 
issuing out of such premises, and in rela- 
tion to the liability for and exemption 
from such assessment. 

The bill also deals with the payment of 
compensation for loss of employment to 
certain classes of employés of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board, and to certain 
classes of employés of authorised and 
other undertakings, 


INCOME TAX ALLOWANCES. 

The Finance Bill in Committee will 
come before the House to-morrow, and 
Mr. 8. MacEntee (Fianna Fail, County 
Dublin) has already tabled a number of 
interesting amendments. One of these 
seeks to increase the allowance to be de- 
ducted from income for purposes of income 
tax assessment from the present figures of 
£56 and £27 to £50 and respectively.

A Royal Derby. 

Derby Day is a peculiarly English 
institution. On this one day of the year 
not only the people of England, but men 
of British stock throughout the world, fix 
their minds on the Derby. Cabinets may 
rise and fall; treaties may be made or 
broken; new schemes for the solution of 
the problem may be 
accepted or rejected. None of these things 
matters to-day. The hub of the universe 
is to be found this afternoon on Epsom 
Downs, and that mile and a half of race 
track over which the Derby will be run 
will be more important than a new 
No other race is quite like the 
Derby. The Grand National has its 
supporters. Gamblers may prefer the 
‘* Lincoln ”; but, when all is said and 
done, the Derby is the world’s supreme 
test of a horse. Millions of persons who 
hardly know the difference between a 
three-year-old colt and a Shetland pony 
will await the result of to-day’s contest with 
eager anticipation. Derby Day this year 
will be of particular interest ; for it will be 
a Royal event. The King will go by road 
to Epsom, and his presence on the Downs 
will gladden his loyal subjects throughout 
the world. Yesterday His Majesty’s birth- 
day was celebrated joyfully in every part 
of the British Empire. In Dublin, which 
seems to have forgotten that it has a 
King, only a few flags were flown; but in 
all the other Dominions the occasion was 
observed with fitting ceremony. King 
George has been on the Throne of Eng- 
land for twenty years. His reign has 
been one of the most momentous in the 
history of the Monarchy, and the fact 
that His Majesty to-day holds a unique 
place in the affections of the British 
people is a striking testimony to his 
qualities not only as a king, but also as 
aman. During his long and painful ill- 
ness, eighteen months ago, the whole 
nation displayed - an anxiety and a 
sympathy that must have been a revela- 
tion to the rest of the world. Last week, 
when it was announced that he was suffer- 
ing from a slight attack of rheumatism, 
and that he would not be able to attend 
the Trooping of the Colour in honour of 
his birthday, the news was received with 
feelings of general alarm. To-day, how- 
ever, the King will be at the Derby, 
restored completely to health.

The app: <ch of the Imperial Con- 
ference has brought the importance of the 
Dominions into belated prominence. For 
this reason Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has 
decided to separate the portfolios of 
Dominion Affairs and the Colonies, and 
last night he appointed Mr. J. H. Thomas 
to the former post. Lord Pascfield, who 
hitherto has been shouldering both bur- 
dens, is likely to remain Secretary of State 
for. the Colonies. The selection of Mr. 
Thomas is the best that could have been 
made from the ranks of Labour. Already 
he has had experience of this work, and 
Irishmen will remember his efforts in con- 
nection with the boundary question. As 
Lord Privy Seal—or, rather, as Minister 
for Unemployment—he has spent a thank- 
less year grappling with difficulties that 
his own colleagues have rendered harder 
of solution by their vote-catching extrava- 
gances. We may hope that his gratitude 
for this relief from an impossible task 
will be reflected in his handling of the 
problems that will be discussed in Sep- 
tember. It is expected that Mr. Vernon 
Hartshorn, who has.been serving on the 
Simon Commission, replace Mr. 
Thomas as Lord Privy Seal, and, as we 
suppose, will try vainly to empty the sea 
of unemployment with a Socialist spoon. 
This separation of Ministerial responsi- 
bility for the Dominions and the Colonies 
is long overdue. Probably in a few years 
the Secretary of State for the Dominions 
will be recognised as the chief servant 
of the Crown after the Prime Minister. 

The importance of this year’s Imperial 
Conference scarcely can be exaggerated. 
To a large extent its deliberations, rather 
than its decisions, will set the tone for 
future gatherings. Few of its members 
will have more than the haziest ideas con- 
cerning their final requirements, and 
probably not one of them will have a clear 
vision of the Conference’s ultimate 
possibilities. Yet, we may say that on 
the proper direction and development of 
this vague assemblage the future of the 
British Empire depends. Originally con- 
ceived to adjust and collate details of 
imperial policy, it is destined, if it is 
managed with reasonable common-sense, to 
have a voice in the world’s affairs to which 
that of the old Roman Senate would have 
seemed but a whisper. At present tact 
and forbearance must be the watchwords, 
and here Mr. Thomas’s gifts will be in- 
valuable. It is regrettable that, in many 
matters, he will suffer interference from 
Eccleston square or Downing street, but 
fortunately at this stage of the Con- 
ference’s life concrete issues of the first 
magnitude are not likely to impose them- 
selves. Mr. Thomas has announced that 
he is taking his thoughts for the unem- 
ployed with him to his new post. In any 
other member of his party we should 
regard these words as a mere sop to the 
masses. Mr, Thomas’s failure, however, 
to achieve the impossible must not be 
levelled against him, and his unhappy ex- 
perience must have taught him much. 

It is significant that the launching of 
the policy of Empire free trade should 
synchronise with the assembly of the 
Imperial Conference. While we may 
regret that a Conservative Government is 
not in office to watch over the meeting of 
the delegates in September, we must admit 
that some good may lurk in this evil. 
The Dominions are very sensitive on the 
subject of their tariffs, and it n.ay be 
that at this juncture the limited gleanings 
of imperial preference, as interpreted by 
Mr. Thomas, may turn out to be less 
agitating to members of the Conference 
than the whole vintage of Empire free 
trade advocated by an enthusiast. Even 
in the Free State, which, more than any 
Dominion, stands to gain by its adop- 
tion, there are many societies and political 
parties that have pledged themselves to 
preserve protection. This 
however, is beginning to 
in Britain especially the new creed is 
gaining adherents rapidly. The elevation 
of Mr. Noel Buxton to the peerage will 
necessitate an election in North Norfolk, 
an agricultural constituency, which may 
confirm the verdicts of West Fulham 
and Central Nottingham.

A scheme has been mooted in England 
which, despite its apparent triviality, may 
have a sensible effect on the number of 
fatal casualties on the road. When one 
considers how obvious are its advantages, 
wonder grows that so simple an expedient 
has not been tried already. The proposers, 
taking into consideration the obvious fact 
that, whereas thousands of casualties are 
due to broken bones, tens of thousands 
are the result of uncleansed wounds 
caused by splinters of glass and stony 
roads, demand that ~ henceforth every 
motorist shall be compelled by law to 
carry a first-aid outfit containing the 
usual .antiseptics and dressings. No 
doubt, many motorists already observe 
this simple and obvious precaution; but, 
in a world that is blind and prone to evil, 
the great majority takes no measures 
against calamity except by means of an 
insurance policy. Manifestly the carrying 
of such outfits will not check the number 
of road accidents, but a proper use of 
them will lessen appreciably the number 
of hospital cases. Every precaution, how- 
ever trivial, that tends to achieve this 
object deserves encouragement and imita-

‘tion, Yet, while we commend the zeal 
which impelled a motor cyclist seen in the 
streets of Dublin yesterday to attach a 
fire extinguisher to the rear of his 
vehicle, we are unwilling to wax en- 
thusiastic over this particular manifesta- 
tion of the “ safety first” principle. 
Statistics and personal experienco reveal 
clearly enough that there is danger on 
the roads, but surely the situation is not 
so bad as our motor cyclist’s action 
implies. If “ safety first ’’ measures con- 
tinue on these lines, we may see the 
riders of “push bicycles’’ suspending 
lifebelts from the handle-bars of their 


machines lest they come to grief on a tow- 


path. 


Research in Linen. 


The fact that the Linen Industry Research 
Association continues to perform a quiet, 
but valuable, work is manifest from its 
report for 1929. This organisation, founded 
ten years ago, is supported, partly by sub- 
scriptions from linen firms in Northern 
Ireland, which are assessed in proportion 
to their capital, and partly by grants from 
the Imperial Government and the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland. In view of the 
recent and, unhappily, persisting, depres- 
sion in the Ulster linen industry, the 
recommendations of the report have 
much interest. During recent years the 
Association has done valuable work in 
the departments of spinning and weaving. 
It has investigated the changing dimen- 
sions of fibre strands during preparation, 
the function of the water in wet spinning, 
the effects of twist on spun yarns, methods 
of drying, and the regain of flax yarns. 
Its contributions to the bleaching and dye- 
ing processes are many and useful. Only 
by attention to such detailed research 
will the Ulster linen industry be en- 
abled to compete successfully with its new 
rivals overseas. Ulster’s long monopoly 
has been her bane. Until recently, the 
absence of competition caused her to 
neglect the improvement of her machines 
and processes. This report shows that the 
Northern firms—or some of them—realise 
that they must be up-to-date if they are 
not to fall. This Association is doing its 
best to pump life-blood into the sick in- 
dustry, and it demands the encouragement 
of every linen interest, Hitherto, many 
firms have neglected to support it, and 
they will have themselves to blame if they 
have reason to rue their short-sightedness,

LONDON CONFERENCE. 


THE ITALIAN POSITION, 


From Revuter’s CorRESPONDENT. 
| ROME, Tuesday. 
Án important speech was made in the 
Senate to-day by Signor Grandi, Minister 
Foreign Affairs, who was chief Italian 
delegate to the London Conference. He 
rplied to various speakers who had taken 
vantage of the foreign estimates to 
ticlse certain points. 
Referring to some remarks by Senator 
s-hanzer, who headed the Italian delega- 
to the Washington Conference, Signor 
(;randi repudiated the suggestion that the 
pretention "’.to parity put forward in 
ndon had been actuated solely by a 
icy of prestige. He quoted a number 
speeches made in Washington, in- 
iding some of the late Lord Balfour 
and Mr, Charles E. Hughes. 
\mong his citations was a declaration 
ile on December 17th, 1921, by M. 
Sarraut, then French Minister of the 
‘‘olomies, who, as quoted, said: ‘‘ The 
French delegation has come here with a 
ntiment of profound confidence in the 
ends surrounding it. It is with that 
itiment that it accepts the principle 
' parity with Italy, in regard to which, 
by the by, no figure has been fixed, a 
parity that leaves Italy free to build 
within the limits determined upon.”’ 


THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 

Signor Grandi went on to say that, 
considering the complete documentation 
of the Washington Conference, it was 
evident that the French plenipotentiaries 
had recognised naval parity with Italy 
even for ships of small tonnage. He had 
quoted these extracts from the minutes 
of the Washington Conference to 
demonstrate that Italy had asked for 
nothing new in London, nothing different 
from what he might call the “Bill of 
Rights’’ acquired by the Italian people 
in 1922. 

Htaly went to London because she was. 
as always, wishful of contributing loyally 
io the settlement of one of the gravest 
problems—perhaps the gravest pro- 
blem that was to-day haunting the 
international conscience—that was to 

to find out, not only 
or so much a way of making wars less 
frequent, but of eliminating the real 
causes of disputes and of giving the world 
and Europe, now more anxious than ever, 
a sensation of tranquillity and confidence 
that no solemn pact had succeeded in 
giving as yet. 


QUESTION OF SUBMARINES. 

After observing that in reality the 
Italian delegation in London had been 
more conciliatory than it had been in 
Washington, Signor Grandi alluded to the 
preliminary conversation of last November 
with France. On that occasion the Italian 
Government displayed readiness to take 
the French claim of “ absolute require- 
ments ’’ into consideration provided that 
France acknowledged Italy’s right to 
attain the same level as France “ if, and 
when, she should think fit.” 

Referring to submarines and to Signor 
Schaloja’s criticism that the Italian 
delegation had made a mistake in 
admitting even the hypothesis of re- 
nouncing a necessary arm of maritime 
defence, Signor Grandi declared that Italy 
was actually prepared to consider the idea 
of abolishing submarines in the hope that 
that might lead to an abolition of capital 
ships and to an effective reduction in 
other classes of ships and consequently a 
more complete solution of the disarmament 
problem. 


THE MUSSOLINI FORMULA. 

The Minister contended that Signor 
Mussolini’s well-known formula — that 
Italy is prepared to accept any figure 
whatsoever, even a lower one, provided it 
is not exceeded by any continental Power 
ol Kurope—was in perfect consonance with 
the spirit of Article Eight of the League 
Covenant, To insist on parity with the 
vost heavily-armed continental Power was 
insisting on a natural right. To call upon 
other people to accept an inferiority 1n 

lation to one’s own superiority was to 
establish an arbitrary hierarchy in a sense 
contrary to the present direction of the 
ternational conscience. 

Parity had been conceded to Italy and 
applied in Washington in so far as the 
classes of ships dealt with at that Confer- 
were concerned. That parity had 
heen recognised in Washington for other 
classes of ships too. Far from being 
countered or diminished, it had been 
fortified in its raison d’étre by events 
«ince 1921, such as the Locarno and Briard 
Pacts, the settlement of reparations, etc. 

THE OFFER TO FRANCE. 

Signor Grandi recapitulated what had 
iaken place at Geneva, particularly his 
proposals made in the course of conversa- 

ns with M. Briand and Mr. Henderson 
‘or consultations between experts of Italy, 
France and Great Britain, with a view

MORE ACCOMMODATION.

The work of restoration of the Four 
Courts, Dublin, is proceeding rapidly, 
and it is ho that the Courts will be 
open for business early next year. 

When completed the new buildings will 
be a great improvement on the old Four 
Courts. In the work of reconstruction 
there has been very little interference 
with the main block of buildings 
externally. 

The old courts which radiated from the 
central hall are still retained, but a new 
court, which will be the Supreme Court, 
is being built on the central axis of the 
scheme. 

THE MAIN BUILDING, 

In the main building there will be eight 
courts, in seven of which the business of 
the Supreme and High Courts will be 
transacted. In the other court the civil 
business of the District Court will be 
taken, and this will relieve the pressure 
of accommodation in the present courts at 
Inns quay. 

At the rear of the Four Courts 
buildings two Circuit Courts are provided, 
and there also will be the Law Library 
and solicitors’ building and luncheon 
rooms. 

In the new scheme ample accommoda- 
tion will be available for witnesses and 
the general public. , 

THE GREAT DOME. 

Prior to the destruction of the Four 
Courts the dome was of timber, covered 
With copper, but the new dome is con- 
structed of reinforced concrete, and is 
copper-covered. Wherever possible Irish 
materials have been used in the work of 
restoration, and, when completed, the 

reat buildings will be worthy of the 
Metropolis. 

The old Four Courts were seized by Re- 
publicans in 1922, and in dislodging them 
the buildings were partially destroyed by 
shell-fire from the Government forces. An 
internal explosion wrecked the dome. 

The superb pile of buildings which 
formed the Four Courts were erected in 
1796. They were designed by Gaudon, 
who also was responsible for the Customs 
House, one of the finest buildings in 
Dublin. 

THE COURTS AT DUBLIN CASTLE. 

Since 1922 the High Courts have been 
sitting in Dublin Castle, where the Circuit 
Courts are also held. Owing to lack of 
accommodation the Chapel Royal has re- 
“shan been used as an additional Circuit 
ourt.

Six armed and masked men ““held up ”’ 
an Irish Omnibus Company’s ‘bus at 
Killasonna, about two miles from here, 
this morning.

When they reached a quiet part of 
the road near Killasonna they were con- 
fronted by.six masked men, who levelled 
revolvers at them and ordered the driver 
to stop the *bus. They were taken from 
the vehicle and assaulted. Two of the 
men then drove the ’bus away, which was

MR. MACDONALD ON 
ITS MISSION.

INCENTIVE TO SERVE

From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay Mac. 
donald), on behalf of the Government, 
welcomed delegates to the Fourth Imperial 
Press Conference at the opening session 
at Grosvenor House to-day. Major J. J. 
Astor, M.P., presided. The Conference 
has been organised by the Empire Press 
Union, and it is attended by nearly one 
hundred delegates, representing the news- 

per Press of thirteen countries of the 

mpire. 

r. Macdonald said that what impressed 
one was that the newspapers of the Empire 
constituted one of the most effective links 
that bound us in community together. 
(Cheers.) The Empire goes through phase 
after phase, he said. It has its periods of 
great glory and others of loss. It has its 
periods of difficulties, but I think what 
you and I have to remember is that the 
mind, showing alacrity to appreciate, and 
even to anticipate the changes which are 
accomplished, is the mind that is going 
to lead the Empire into a permanent sub- 
stance and a long-during life. 

As long as we think of the past, and 
the past only, as long as we merely are 
persons of the present, thinking only of 
the present, without any conception of the 
voluntary idea which is turning events and 
determining the future, then we will not 
do our work well, whether we are news- 
paper men or politicians. It is the live 
mind, the mind that not only sees but 
foresees, that is the mind we want for the 
Empire at the present time. And all our 
work depends upon what is our concep- 
tion of Empire, what is our sense of 
Empire. 

THE CENTRAL IDEA. 

Empire is a lovely word. In the con- 
struction of our towns we have certain 
central ideas. In accordance with the 
type of building that we select as the 
central embodiment of the spirit of our 
towns, so our towns grow. We must have 
everything that is useful. The question 
is not elimination, but selection for the 
central building, so that we may have a 
central idea. There must be the trading 
spirit in the Empire; there must be the 
idea of production, of exchange, of con- 
sumption ; there must be the idea of inter- 
economic helpfulness and usefulness ; but 
that is not the central idea, that is not 
the inspiring idea. Nor must the Empire 
in these days find an environment in one of 
those great massive buildings embodying 
brutalities and the powers of modern art, 
constructed of reinforced concrete, stand- 
ing large, challenging and powerful to the 
eye of everybody who strays into its 
neighbourhood. That is good of itself, but 
that cannot be the central idea of our 
British Empire, nor can it be some pretty, 
unstained creation of feminine purity in 
white marble. 

We are human. We have made great 
achievements and we have made great 
mistakes. If we want to embody our 
Empire in an idea which is human, in a 
structure which embodies frailties as well 
as achievements, let us think of one of 
those commanding Gothic structures 
where the rough and the primitive are 
detailed, where passion and goodness 
mingle together, where we see the frailty 
of the human hand and act, but, in the 
whole, the illumination and aspiration of 
the human mind. That worthily embodies 
the work we have done. It is an inherit- 
ance we share together, a building we 
have to guard and extend. To the eye 
that looks for permanent essentials it is 
a great inspiration to our devoted service. 

OBLIGATIONS OF THE PRESS. 

What power does the Press bring to 
that service’? In my time the Press, as 
an organisation, has been completely 
revolutionised. I remember the old days, 
when the Press was a personal possession, 
held by individuals competing with each 
other, each organ showing the stamp of a 
streng and a special individuality—not a 
cog in a great centrally controlled 
machine, but each a being specially of 
itself, 

In the march of progress, however sad 
it must be to lose many of those good 
qualities, we have to bow our heads, and 
say that the new conditions must be made 
the best of. To-day the Press is a mighty 
business organisation, with enormous 
capital behind it, and tremendous fight- 
ing and crushing power. The more its 
power the greater the mechanical and 
materialistic forces it can command, the 
heavier lies upon its back the responsi- 
bility of using that power for imperial 
interests and the good of the Common- 
wealth to which we all belong. (Cheers.) 

There is no form of property that has 
more obligations placed upon it to serve 
than the Press of the Empire. We can 
easily engage in a reckless exploitation 
of public emotion and ignorance. The 
Gresham Law in economics teaches us 
that, if you put a base coinage side by 
side with a good coinage, the base will 
elbow out the good. There is a Gresham 
Law in politics. Let the politician and the 
Pressman, the statesman and the editor 
enter into a holy conspiracy to defeat the 
Gresham Law by insisting on the circula- 
tion of good, sound coinage in opinion, 
ideas and ideals. (Cheers. ) 

_ The great problem of the Empire to-day 
is the old problem of how to unite 
individuality with co-operation. We must 
get those two values into co-ordination— 
the value of individuality, of nationhood, 
into combination with community, common- 
wealth and unity. If civilisation is to be 
maintained and the world’s good pursued, 
those two conceptions must move together 
and combine. In our Empire the striving 
to be nations must not allow us to over- 
look the equally important striving to 
maintain ourselves as a community. 
(Cheers. ) 

The greatest contribution that .as been 
made to active social thinking and acting 
has been the contribution that the British 
Empire has made up to now in the 
practical solution of that theoretical diffi- 
culty. This year the Imperial Conference 
is going to meet again, and that problem 
will underlie, perkipe, the greater part 
of its work—the problem of how to combine 
national freedom with commonwealth 
obligations; how to merge the imperial 
spirit of rule into the commonwealth 
spirit of counsel; how to do things as a 
Commonwealth and Empire, and yet to 
hold out the hand of family helpfulness 
to the rest of the world. That is cur 
problem. 

_If we can succeed in helping our genera- 

tion to solve that problem—we shall not 
solve it completely in our generation—if 
we can conspire together to make a further 
contribution to the solution of that 
yay we can make that contribution. 
f men of good-will and insight are re- 
sponsible, we shall have done something 
more to make the name and the fame of 
our Commonwealth good in the eyes of the 
world. (Cheers. ) |

BOMBAY, Tuesday. 

Serious trouble occurred at Worli, a 
suburb of Bombay, to-day.. It began in 
the morning, when a whole force of volun- 
teers under detention took part in demon- 
strations against the King’s birthday. 
They hoisted black flags over the chawls 
(lodging houses), which were being used 
as temporary prisons, and, wearing black 
bands, paraded in the enclosed area, 
shouting anti-imperialist slogans which 
attracted large crowds. 

Matters came to a head with the arrival 
of a company of sappers and miners, 
who came to carry out the strengthening 
of the barbed wire fencing, as the result 
of an alleged attempt on the part of the 
volunteers to break through it last Sun- 
day and join the Wadala raiders. 


WOMEN INTERFERE. 

The miners and sappers were subjected 
to jeering and stoning, but were able to 
carry on without actual molestation until 
their . operations brought them to the 
boundary adjoining the chawls, where mill 
operatives’ wives objected to the barbed 
wire being brought in front of their doors. 
They squatted in the path of the sappers 
and miners, amid encouraging cheers and 
words from the volunteers. 


WOMEN REMOVED BODILY. 

The sappers, whose operations were 
temporarily suspended, withdrew a short 
distance, giving place to the police, who 
were now reinforced. A magistrate also 
appeared on the scene. The police per- 
suaded the volunteers to go back to their 
chawls, 

Immediately afterwards a Police Com- 
missioner arrived and told the sappers to 
carry on, but the women did not budge, 
despite threats and persuasions. 

e police ordered the bodily removal 
of the squatters,, one or two of whom 
screamed- and cried out, bringing to the 
scene the enraged volunteers, who rushed 
back in a body and attempted to pull 
down the fencing. 

POLICE AND TROOPS STONED. 

The police charged with staves and 
repulsed the volunteers. This brought a 
number of local mill operatives to the 
scene, andg when the sappers resumed, as 
ordered, their task was very difficult, as 
stoning and jeering by the crowd was 
general. One officer of the sappers was 
hit by a stone and some policemen also 
received minor injuries. he volunteers 
scattered throughout the whole enclosed 
area shouting, gesticulating and throwing 
stones. Another charge with staves was 
then made, in which a number of 
casualties occurred. 

The casualties in to-day’s disturbances 
were eighty-eight, including “two. women, 
one of whom sustained a Bowed of the 


leg. 


WORLD CYCLIST INJURED. 

Among those who were also injured was 
Rustom Bhumgara, the Parsee world 
cyclist, who led the Parsee batch in the 
Wadala raid on May 25th. : 

The injuries of twenty-five were serious. 
Twenty-one were admitted to the J.J. 
Medical College Hospital and sixty-seven 
to the Congress Hospital. 

Major Stebbing, who was in command 
of the miners and sappers, received a 
head injury from a stone. 

Two companies of the 19th Hyderabad 
Regiment, sixty armed police and eighty 
constables, armed with staves, have been 
posted to Worli. 

The miners were withdrawn at sunset 
after erecting a second barbed wire fence 
around the original one. 


POLICE FIRE ON 
VILLAGERS. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED AND 
SEVERAL WOUNDED.

BOMBAY, Tuesday. 

According to a telegram from Calcutta 
two persons were killed and several 
wounded as a result of the police firing at 
Pratapdighi, in the Contai sub-division of 
the Midnapore district on June Ist. 

A crowd of villagers surrounded a party 
of police, who were headed by the 
Assistant Superintendent, and who were 
out with the object of preventing them 
from manufacturing contraband salt.

DOWNS. 


CLOSELY GUARDED 
HORSE-BOXES. 


Epsom Downs was the strangest camp- 
ing ground in the world last night. In 
mysterious comfortable boxes, with detec- 
tives on guard at the cs, the nineteen 
horses who are expected to run in to-day’s 
Derby slept undisturbed. á 

Outside, among the tents and the trees, 
which stretched away in all directions, 
were scores of sleepers, who would have 
been very grateful indeed for the shel- 
tered comfort of a horse box. These 
sleepers, who would be up with the dawn 
preparing stalls and kiosks for, the great 
day, risked rain and lowering thundery 
skies, and curled up in overcoats under 
whatever protection they could find. 

FOOD BY THE TON. 

“ Tt won't be the first time I have been 
soaked to the skin sleeping on the Downs 
before the Derby,”’ a cheery London stall- 
holder said. ‘‘It is impossible to get a 
bed for miles, and even if there is a bit 
of rain Derby Day usually makes up 
for it.’’ 

Tons: of buns, meat, pies, sandwiches, 
bottles of refreshment and churns of milk 
for tea were on the Downs last night, 
and there will be no need for to-day’s 
crowds to go hungry. Lorry loads of 
food arrived every minute, and there will 
be more to-day. 

A LIGHTNING CLEAN-UP. 

The Royal Box and the spacious suite 
behind it are ready for the King and his 
party. 

Epsom underwent a lightning change 
last night. Within an hour of the 
running of the last race it was trans- 
formed. Newspapers, paper bags, bottles 
and litter of all kinds had been strewn 
over the grandstand, on the course and 
over the Downs by yesterday’s crowds. 

As soon as the homeward trek began, 
however, attendants with huge baskets 
set to work. With wonderful speed the 
scene changed, and Epsom began to look 
fit to receive the hundreds of thousands of 
visitors who will arrive to cheer the King 
to-day. i 

WEATHER PROSPEOTS. 

Big contingents of police have been 
given their last instruction for duty.

The Times Special Correspondent, in a 
message from Shabkadar yesterday, 
states:—Artillery opened fire on Badshah 
Gul’s position from a battery in a nullah 
near Matta Post, two miles from here, this 
A pack battery marched out 
from Shabkadar Fort soon after dawn, and 
the first round was fired at 7.40. Durin 
the later stage of the bombardment, whic 
lasted about half an hour, the Royal Air 
Force co-operated with the Army, and 
bombs were dropped all over the cave area. 

Badshah Gul, who is the eldest son of 
the Haji of Turangzai, had yesterday been 
given still another opportunity to “ yo 
" and withdraw his lashkar. <A 
message was sent him declaring an armis- 
tice for a day, and a party of friendly 
Khans set out for a spot where he 
agreed to meet them to discuss the 
advisability of his prompt evacuation in 
the interests of the peace of the country- 
side, but at the last moment he went 
back on his word and failed to turn up 
at the rendezvous, and there was nothing 
for it but to go ahead with the opera- 
tions against him. 

POLICE LORRIES ATTACKED. 

Last night an incident occurred which 
is a final proof of the lawless state of 
the district, and the necessity for. firm 
action. Two motor lorries attached to 
the Frontier Constabulary were returning 
empty along a road leading to Michni 
Fort, which commands the bridge across 
the Kabul River. As they approached 
the outskirts of Shabka Dar they were 
met with a fierce volley, fired from 
behind the low walls surrounding the 
village. 

The driver of the first car was badly 
hit, and fell from his seat on to the 
roadway, while the heavy car, out of 
control, ran into a deep ditch. The 
driver of the second car was hit in both 
legs, but managed to pull up his car. The 
raiders rushed at the wrecked car, set it 
alight, and threw the body of the first 
driver into the flames. 

Apparently they then dashed off before 
the troops occupying the fort, which is 
only a mile away, could reach the scene. 
At the same time, in order to create a 
diversion, another party began sniping the 
fort itself from the fields outside the 
walls. 

LAST WORD IN DEFIANCE. 

This morning I saw the remains of the 
lorry a heap of charred wood and twisted 
metal. The raiding party must have been 
a large one; for the volley was as short 
as it was fierce, and yet the Frontier Con- 
stabulary, who were occupying a post in 
the vicinity of the outrage, showed me a 
blanket with about three hundred cart- 
ridge cases which they had collected. Most 
of the ammunition was of the Martini- 
Henry type. . 

This bold attack, practically under the 
walls of a fort where there are two 
battalions of infantry, a battery of 
artillery,.a section of armoured cars and 
other details seems the Jast word in 
defiance, and has created a profound 
sensation in the district. 

To-day’s bombardment has been kept a 
strict secret. and the first shells must 


have been an unpleasant surprise. In 


spite of a strong wind which blew clouds 
of gritty sand across the plain, the firing 
was extraordinarily accurate, and the 
gunners, picking up the range from the 
beginning, dropped their first shells right 
in the. mouth of the dark cleft which 
marks the western end of the caves. 
AIRMEN AND ARTILLERY. 

From behind our sandbags on the top 
of the fort we could see the sudden flash 
from the battery position, ‘and then, while 
the Mohmand mountains were still 
echoing to the sounds of the guns, thin 
columns of smoke and dust rising from 
the caves. 

The Royal Air Force now joined the 
party. Aeroplanes appeared in the 
distant sky and the sharper crack of 
bombs mingled with the dull explosion 
of shells.- About 8.15 the order to cease 
fire was given; the column reformed on 
the road and made its way back to the 
fort. 

ROUNDING UP “ RED SHIRTS.” 

While aeroplanes from Peshawar and 
artillery from Shabkadar had been con- 
centrating on the disaffected tribesmen 
troops from Mardan away to the south- 
east had been busy rounding-up “ Red 
Shirts.”’ 

It is at Mardan that the famous Corps 
of Guides have their permanent head- 
quarters. And it is at Mardan that these 
warders of the marches have their regi- 
mental cemetery, of which Mr. Winston 
Churchill wrote in his book on the 
Malakand campaign—thirty-three years 
ago—‘‘ It is a green and pleasant spot. 
Nor is there any place in the world where 
a soldier might lie in braver company.’’ 

To-day the successors of that brave 
company are slightly bewildered by the 
combination of politics from the South 
and sedition from further afield that has 
resulted in the present chaos. They have, 
however, carried on as usual and yester- 
day they struck another blow against the 
new and unfamiliar enemy when they 
surrounded the village of Saro Shah, con- 
fiscated a motley collection of arms and 
made thirty prisoners. 

Charsadda, which is the chief centre of 
“ Red Shirt ’’ activity, remains in a state 
of disciplinary blockade. Guards are 
posted over the bridges and ferries.

BROADCAST. 


PICKED UP IN DUBLIN.

The broadcast did not take place until 
after all the English broadcasting stations 
had closed down at midnight, and it was 
effected from the station at Brookman’s Park, 
London. 

The receiving apparatus measures only 
about two and a half feet by one foot deep 
and one foot wide, and is attached to an 
ordinary valye set in the same manner as a 
loud speaker is attached, but greater power 
is necessary. i 

At one side of this neat metal box, which 
has a large covered-in disc wheel at the back, 
i¢ a small window, which has a e¢ireular lens, 
through which the picture is seen. The 
actual sise of the picture received is about 
24 inches by 2 inches. 

While the reception of the sound trans- 
mitted was excellent, it was difficult to get 
a. comparatively clear picture. The reason 
for this was that the broadcasting station 
has only a radius of fifty miles, while the 
receiving set was about miles from the 
station. Nevertheless, at times the picture 
of the person singing came through with 
remarkable clearness, so that one was able 
to see the movement of the lips and of the 
eyes.. There were fluctuations in reception 
“vg resulted in distortions of the singer's 
ace.

Then it is stated Potts shot Mr. Wollaston 
through the heart, death being almost 
instantaneous, and afterwards turned the 
weapon on himself. 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in a dying condi- 
tion. His death occurred at 6.50 p.m. 


3 CALLED FOR HELP. 
Detective-Sergeant Willis crawled out of 
the room, which is on the ground floor, 
to the top of the steps leading to the 
college court and called for help. 

The head porter, Mr. F. W. Nightingale 
ran to his assistance and a doctor and 
the police were quickly on the scene. 

The Dean of the college, the Rev. 
Milner White. said to a Press Association 
reporter: “ Potts went away from the 
college ten days ago and we heard nothing 
of him until yesterday when we received 
a message from the London police to say 
he had been found there. Mr. Wollaston 
went to meet him at the station and 
brought him to his rooms in college, 
where Detective Sergeant Willis was 
waiting. Apparently Mr. Wollaston and 
Mr. Willis were interrogating Potts when 
this took place.” | 

Mr. Milner White paid a warm tribute 
to Mr. Wollaston. He was a very great 
and good iman, he said, and one of the 
most famous explorers living. He had ex- 
plored the heart of Africa, and gave his 
name to a mountain in that country. He 
was the most popular man in university 
circles in Cambridge, and no man was 
more widely known or more loved. 

Detective-Sergeant Willis, who was, shot 
in the groin, was stated last ‘night td ve 
progressing comfortably. 

Douglas Newton Potts, whose home wy 
at Wildernesse Farmhouse, Sevenoak 
Kent, was the son of Mr. Walter hé 
who is in business with a firm of iron an, 
steel dealers in High Holborn, Lóndon. “. 
He went up to King’s College in October 
last from Lancing College, near Brighton, 
with a scholarship. He was described by 
fellow-undergraduates as of an excitable 
and eccentric disposition. It is stated that 
he kept a pistol in his college rooms. 


A DISTINGUISHED 
EXPLORER. 


——— 


TOOK PART IN MANY 
EXPEDITIONS. 

The Royal Geographical Society last 
night issued a statement, in which it was 
stated that Mr. A. F. R. Wollaston was a 
distinguished explorer- and geographer, a 
gold medallist of the Society in 1926, 
member of the Council since 1922, and 
honorary secretary since 1928. He had 
taken a prominent part in a great number 
of important enterprises. He was a mem- 
ber of the British Museum Expedition to 
Ruwenzori in 1905-1907, was a member of 
the British Ornithological Expedition to 
Dutch New Guinea 1909-1911, and re- 
turned to New Guinea in 1912 as the 
leader of the expedition which, for the 
first time, reached the central range from 
the south. 

““On the outbreak of the war,” the 
statement proceeded, ‘‘ he was commis- 
sioned as Surgeon R.N., and saw several 
years’ service in German East Africa, and 
later on the Murman coast, for which 
services he was mentioned in dispatches 
and received the Distinguished Service 
Cross. 

MOUNT EVEREST EXPEDITION. 

“He was selected for the important 
position of medical officer and naturalist 
on the first Mount Everest Expedition of 
1921, which gave full scope to his varied 
talents as naturalist, geographer and 
photographer. 

“ For his services to geography he had 
been awarded the Gill Memorial in 1914, 
after his New Guinea expedition, and re- 
ceived the Patron’s Medal in 1925 for his 
explorations and journeys in Dutch New 
Guinea, Central Africa, and many other 
parts of the world. | 

Mr. Alexander Frederick Richmond 
Wollaston, who was 55 years of age, was 
the son of the late Mr. G. H. Wollaston, 
of Flax Bourton, Somerset. He married 
Miss Mary Meinertzhagen, and has one 
son and one daughter. He was educated 
at Clifton College and at King’s College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. and 
B.Ch. He completed his medical trainin 
at the London Hospital, and graduate

CHANGES IN BELFAST 
COLLEGE. 
STATISTICAL RETURNS. 


The Genera! Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in lreland continued its deliberations 
yesterday. 

ASSEMBLY’S COLLEGE. 

Proposed changes in the Assembly's ir 5 
were considered, when the Rev. A. F. Moody 
moved that Paragraph 521 of the Code be 
rescinded, and the following substituted there- 
for :— 

The Presbyterian College, Belfast, is at 
present limited to the theological course, in- 
cluding (1) Systematic theology and apolo- 
getics; (2) Church history and symbolics ; (ó) 
Old Testament language, literature an 
theology ; (4) New Testament language, litera- 
ture and theology; (5) Christian ethics 
and wactical training; (6) the Eng- 
lish Bible but such is the charac- 
ter of its foundation that, should the 
circumstances of this Church, and especi- 
ally her relations to other collegiate establish- 
menis, require a change, it may be extended 
so as to embrace the undergraduate depuart- 
ment. 

To enact that Paragraph 268G of the Code 
be vescinded, and the following be sub- 
stituted therefor :— 

During the theological course in the Pres- 
hyterian College, Belfast, students shall at 
tend the following classes :— 

First Session—Old Testament language. 
literature and theology, New Testament 
language. literature and theology, Christian 
ethics. elocution, sacred music. 

Second Session—Old Testament language, 
literature and theology, New Testament 
language, literature and theology, Church his- 
systematic theology 
elocution, sacred music. 

Third Session—Church history and sym- 
holics, systematic theology, practical training, 
the English Bible, elocution. 

The overture Was adopted. 

MEN OF ABILITY. 

The report of the Committee on Students 
for the Ministry was submitted by the Rev. J. 
T. Anderson, who said it was a pleasure to 
record that the number of students con- 
tinued to increase, and also that the Church 
continued to draw into its ministry men of 
high mental ability, and men of such character 
that would make their mark in any profes 
sion. It was a great thing to see coming into 
the Church men who would make the outside 
world feel that the cause which made them 
60 loyal was worth considering. 

The report was adopted. 

THE NUMBER OF STUDENTS. 

The Rev. A. F. Moody, moving the 
adoption of the Belfast College Committee, 
intimated that the number of students at the 
present time was the largest for twenty-five 
years. ‘The college, he was glad to say, was 
approaching solvency. 

The Rev. W. Brann, seconding, said that 
thirty years ago there were  ninety-one 
liceniiates, and in those days it was quite 
a difficult task to get in anywhere. Then 
there was a gradual decline until the number 
was as low as. seven, but now they were in 
the upward grade, and he was hopeful that 
the Church would not only have sufficient 
ministers in the future, but would also have 
a supply for the great mission field. 

He spoke appreciatively of the services of 
the Rev. Professor Davey, who had under- 
taken the work of the Chair in Hebrew dur- 
ing the past session. The Assembly was now 
asked to appoint Professor Davey tothe Chair 
of Old Testament Language, Literature and 
Theology, and was also asked to sanction an 
arrancement that should a vacancy occur in 
the Chair of New Testament Language, 
laterature and Theology within five years. 
Professor Davey should have the option of 
reverting to the New Testament Chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Little (Castlereagh) opposed 
the recommendation concerning the New 
Testament Language Chair, remarking that 
Such an arrangement was wholly illegal. If 
the vacancy did arise he would not have the 
sliichtest objection to Professor Davey getting 
the Chair. but the Assembly ought not to 
bind itself? for five vears to such conditions. 

The Rev. Professor Davey, who had a 
cordial reception, said that it was not an easy 
thing «o do the work he undertook during 
the past session. He was quite willing that 
the matter should go forward without any 
qualification. He had already been engaged 
on New Testament work, and he thought 
it fair enough that when the New Testament 
Chair fell vacant he should have it. If the 
Assemb!y did not acree with the acreement 
he would have nothing to do with it, but he 
would point out that it did not mean the 
creation of a new Chair. 

The report and recommendation’ were 

. and the Assembly appointed the Rev. 
Waddell, M.A., as convener of the 
ce Committee in succession to the Rev. 
Moody, resigned, 
NEW BELFAST CHURCH. 

An application was heard from the Preshv 
tery of Belfast to erect a church at Finaghy 
when the Assembly's Church Committee con- 
sider it mght and necessary to do so. 

The application was approved. 


EVENING SESSION, 

At the evening session the report of the 
Srstentation Fund Committee was presented. 
The report stated that the congregational 
subscriptions and arrears show an increase of 
£754. The sunt total, £36,602. is the largest 
ever received in one vear in the history of 
the fund: a most gratifying result in a year 
of acute business depression and widespread 
unemployment, and redounds to the credit of 
the Presbyterian Church. Bequests, amount- 
ing to £2.194, all went to the Tenths Fund, 
as they were not in any instance designated 
for investment. 

The funds at the disposal of the Com- 
mittee had enabled them to pay a  supple- 
mental dividend of £19, making a total pay- 
ment of £119 to each minister for the year 
towards salary. 

As some ministers find it necessary to re- 
tire from active duty after a comparatively 
short period of service, it would be well for 
the Assembly to appoint a committee to con- 
sider and ‘report on the question of a 
graduated scale of payment from the fund. 

The following special qualifications were 
fixed by the Sub Committee :—Limerick, £50; 
Grevstones and Kilpedder, £30: Athy, £15; 
Arklow. £10: Naas, £15; Lucan, £20; 
Waterford, £20: Clonmel, £15; Drogheda, 
£25; Wicklow, £3. 


HOME MISSION. 

The report of the Home Mission stated :- - 
“ As a Church we have our duty to perform 
in contributing to the spiritual stock of all 
Evangelical Churches. We feel that there 
is a place among them in this country ior 
the kind of denominationalism which believes 
in the necessity of emphasising a certain 
aspect of Christian truth or polity, but we 
must add that there is. no room for a 
denomination which arrogates to itself an 
exclusive right to unchurch all those who 
represent other and, perhaps, conflicting 
positions. We claim our place, but we are 
prepared to unite spiritually with all those 
who have adopted other ecclesiastical methods. 
We are ever ready to give to the brethren 
of other denominations the right hand of 
fellowship. Increasingly mindful of the grevt 
obligation which rests upon us, it is our 
policy as a Church not to enter a district 
directly touched by the efforts of any of the 
other Protestant denominations. Most cordial 
and helpful relations exist between us and 
the Episcopal and Methodist Churches. In

donald’s intentions have still to be made 
public, for the most part they are fairly 
clear already. When the list of. new 
appointments is complete it will amount 
to a substantial reconstruction. But the 
first of them is, without question, the 
most important. Certainly, public in- 
terest will be concentrated, first 


to the Dominions Office. By right of his 
position in the party and in the Ministry, 
and by force of events since it came into 
power, Mr. Thomas is a pivota] Minister. 
As the principal Minister for Employ- 
ment. he has been made to carry a peculiar 
responsibility. for. the policy, or at least 
for the pledges, of the Cabinet as a whole. 

A natural, .but superficeial, reading of 
the exchange of ofhces in the immediate, 
political context would be that a turning 
movement had been devised for the relief 
of a hard-pressed Cabinet and a hard- 
pressed Minister. On party platforms that 
will be a difficult reading to resist, but 
the known evidence ,iscloses a more solid 
argument for the new allotment of port 
folios. Mr. Macdonald has had it ahead 
of him for the past twelve months. 
Whenever the work of the Indian 
Statutory Commission should end, it 
was obvious that places would have to be 
found for Mr. Attlee and Mr. Hartshorn, 
both men with ministerial claims and 
capacity. And with the approach of the 
Imperial Conference it was equally clear 
that the offices of Secretary for the 
Dominions and for the Colonies would 
need that strengthening which could best 
be given by their separation. For the 
first time since the administrative division 
between them was made they are now 
s*parately represented in the Cabinet, 
and a distinction which has long been 
honoured in name has at last been made 
of, full force and effect. 

‘WARM APPROVAL.” 

Mr. Macdonald has certainly made wise 

use of an opening which can hardly have 
been presented to him by the deliberate 
purpose of the Cabinet, and has, as 
it happens, been able to ‘strengthen 
that Cabinet at a time of some 
adversity. There will be warm approval, 
just as there has for some time been con- 
fident expectation, of Mr. Thomas’s return 
to the Dominions Office. He. remains a 
Minister for Employment, but his duties 
are now more definitely pointed to the 
opportunities which will confront the 
Empire Governments in Council in the 
autumn. No other choice was possible 
but the Minister who is now steeped in 
knowledge of the country’s economic hopes 
and requirements, and combines with it a 
highly successful experience of work in 
that particular office m an earlier Ad- 
ministration. Mr. Thomas retains his 
full share of responsibility for the larger 
lines of a constructive trade and employ- 
ment policy. It is logical and necessary 
for his preparations for the ‘Conference 
that he should, 
The general ‘effect of these: changes, 
viewed as a whole, is a better distribution 
of the Labour team, a more effective 
division of duties, and a closer adjustment 
to the work in hand. No rational! person 
could ask for more at the moment. Those 
who are asking for a new employment 
policy, as though some master key had 
been lving concealed all t_is time, are, no 
doubt, preparing their own disappoint- 
ment. . At all events, fiscal remedies, being 
for the nresent barred, there is no change 
in principle that can be adopted to revolu- 
tionise either the. short-term or the long- 
term employment policies recently outlined 
in the House of Commons.

DEPUTATION'S APPEAL TO 
COMMISSIONER. 


Mr. P.- J. Meghen, B-E., “Commissiéner, 
held the monthly meeting in the Town Hall, 
Bray, yesterday. 

Mr. Metcalfe, Co.C., and a deputation from 
the Bray ‘Trades’ Council were received by 
the Commissioner in connection with the 
proposed housing scheme for Little Bray. | 

Mr. Metcalfe said that they were anxious 
that the scheme should be pushed forward 
owing to the large amount of unemployment. 
He had not seen for a long time such a great 
number of unemployed in Bray as at present. 
As a member of the Board of Health he had 
never known so many families from Bray 
seeking home help. While Bray was a 
growing town for tourists, it was a decaying 
town industrially. 

DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY. | 

Mr. Meghen said that the difficulty in 
Little Bray was that they were trying to 
purchase a number of derelict properties, 
which the owners seemed to regard with very 
deep affection, because they wanted very 
high prices for them. These prices would put 
up the charges on the scheme, and would 
add to the difficulty of getting the loan 
from the Department. He had every 
reason to believe that he would be able ‘o 
make a beginning with the Casey's property 
soon. The main scheme which he was con- 
sidering at the moment was the concreting 
of the Lower Dargle road and the Seapoint 
road. Unfortunately, there was no money 
available from the State for the relief cf 
unemployment, and owing to the condition 
of their local finances he was unable to 
spend any big amount out of the rates. They 
were endeavouring to get the sites in Littie 
Bray for houses by bargaining, and so avoid 
resorting to acquisition by obtaining compul- 
sory powers, which would add to the delay 
and the cost. 

The deputation thanked the Commissioner 
for his courtesy.

NORTHERN IRELAND BILL, 
OPPOSITION LN 
SENATE.

surance (Medical Benefit). Bill,-said that the 
main purpose of the bill was to extend to 
Northern Ireland, as part of the scheme of ; 
National Health Insurance, the benefit known 
‘as medical benefit—that was, .free medica! 
treatment with the necessary medicine for 
insured persons who were ill. The bill was 
designed to bring the scheme into line with 
that obtaining in Great Britain, both as re- 
gards the rate of contribution payable under . 
“the Scheme and the benefits provided for. in- 
sured persons: The principal reason stimu- 
lating the Government in introducing the bill 
was the fact that the amount of sickness 
among insured persons and in general death- 
rate in Northern Ireland were both mneh 
higher than the corresponding rate in Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Long suid that the introduction of the 
measure was due to expediency, and’ not to 
conviction, and it was causing profound dis- 
satisfaction in the rural areas, where it was 
considered that the mearure was unealled for. 
It would probably prove the most únpopular 
measure that the Government had yet intro- 
duced, He protested vigorously against. the 
report of the Poor Law Commission. being 
fiouted by the introduction of the bill. 

REJECTION MOVED. 

Mr. Leslie moved the rejection of the bill, 
and said that there had not been sufficient 
time given to members for the consideration 
of the measnre. It. would. impose an extra 
burden on. the employer and employé at a 
time when they could sot bear it, 

Mr McAllister (Nationalist), said that. rio 
matter what the motive was in. introducing 
the bill he welcomed it. because it would help 
to raise the standard of health of the area, 
which was so much below that of Great 
Britain. He was-opposed, however, to giving 
wholesale powers to the Ministry. 

Mr. Glendinning said that he was not con- 
vinced of the necessity íor the bill. It would 
be an added burden on indastrv. 

Mr. J. Cunningham and the Right Hon. §. 
Cunningham supported the measure. 

HIGH DEATH-RATE. 

Mr. Dorman, supporting the bill, pointed 
out that there was a 17 per cent greater 
ratio of sick claims amongst insured’ workers 
in Northern Ireland compared. with Great 
Britain, where medical benefits were already 
in operation, The death-rate was 25 per cent. 
more in Northern Iveland among. the same 
cless of worker. 

Mr. Barclay said that. he understood the 
doctors in Northern Ireland were going in 
whole-heartedly for the measure, and would 
do their best to make. it a success when it 
became law.

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister of Labour (Right Hon. J; M. 
Andrews) said that since the measure was 
introduced and fully. explained the feeling 
against medical benefits in rural districts had 
largely disappeared. He thought they 
were not going far wrong in following 
‘rreat Britain in introducing a measure which 
had Stood the test of almost twenty vears 
and which had proved a great blessing to 
the insured workers. When they found that 
In Northern Treland the death-rate and sick. 
ness rate were considerably higher than an 
Great Britain something had to be done, and 
the Government had no option but to intro. 
duce the measure. 

With reference to the statement that the 
bill would impose an extra burden upon the 
employers, Mr. Andrews said—Not one singly 
employers association in Northern Ireland. to 
their credit be it said, made any protest 
against the. introduction of this measure. 
Furthermore, 1 have been asked what benefit 
would the Act bring to employers for the 
extra penny per week which they are to 
pay for each worker. Employers benefit 
greatly when their workers are healthy “and 
strong. Employers generally feel they have 
a responsibility to their workers, and tha 
worker's welfare, I honest]v believe, is very 
near to the hearts of a great many em- 
ployers. aes 

The amendment to reject the measure was 
defeated by 9 votes to 4.

“ DISGRACEFUL” STATE 
OF GRAVEYARDS. 


COMPLAINTS BEFORE 
DUBLIN RURAL COUNCIL, 


Mr. ©. Mulvey presided at a meeting of 
the South Dublin Rural District Council 
yesterday. 

Dr. A. Ryan, M.O.H., reported that, with 
the engineer. he inspected Palmerstown grave- 
yard, and found that in the case of several 
graves the covering was 3ft: lin. In two 
places it was only 2ft. Qin. The greatest 
covering was 4ft. He recommended the ab- 
solute closing of the graveyard and that the 
Council look for a site for another graveyard, 

Mr. McGann said that despite the fact that 
certain graveyards had been closed, the Local 
Government Department had from time to 
time granted ‘special orders for burials 
ad lib without any reference to the Council. 

The Chairman said that the Council had 
no control over the graveyards at Clondalkin, 
Tallaght. or St. Ann’s. 

Mr. Dowling—There is a great improve- 
ment in graveyards in every county in Ire- 
land except in County Dublin. 

Mr. Dowling said the condition in Kilbride 
Graveyard was disgraceful. 

Mr. MacGann—It is. There are not 18 
inches of clay over the graves in many of 
them. 

The matter was referred to a committee. 
ELEVEN IN A COTTAGE. 
Sanitary Sub-Officer Flynn reported that a 
family of eleven was living in a cottage in 
Templeogue; it was in need of repair. Refuse 
and slops were dumped convenient to the 
cottage. A man with eight in family lived 
in a hut, 10ft, x Oft: x 7ft., and it was in a 
filthy condition inside. The place outside of 
the hut was in a deplorable state. Another 
man, with a family of three, lived in a cara- 
van, which was very dirty inside and out, 

and the ground outside was waterlogged.

MARRIAGE.

In the Maryborough Circuit Court yestei 
day Judge Noonan gave judgment in the 
appeals brought by Wuhan Adaerley, Mount- 
rach, agaimse devisious of District Justice 
Meagher, convicttug and fining him im each 


case 10s. on two charges of having assaulted 
his wite, Kathleen Adderley. ime first 
assault was alleged to have occurred in uhe 
home of the partes, and the second in the 
Protestant church, Mountrath, on February < 
last. ‘The complainant, Mrs. Adderley, is a 
Catholic, and the defendant, her husband, a 
Protestant, and the assaults were alleged to 
have arisen out of a dispute about the religion 
of their eldest child, Kathleen. | 

Judge Noonon said that in one thing he 
agreed with counsel for the defendant, and 
it was that this event, which threatened the 
future of husband and wife and a family of 
seven children, would not have occurred with- 
out external interference, and m coming to 
that conclusion he could not blind himself to 
the whole circumstance and state of the case. 

AFTER TEN YEARS. 

This sad case was the ten-year-old sequel 
to what was called a mixed marriage. ‘he 
husband, a Protestant, the wife, a.Catholic, 
married in the Catholic Church. Seven 
children were the result of the union, all 
brought up as Catholics, with the consent of 
the husband, for that period. He (the 
husband) accepted the position, and for that 
period the family, with the sole exception ef 
the father, had been unitedly brought 
up on the practice of one religion. 
He (the judge) did not ask if that consent 
was the result of any solemn undertaking on 
the husband’s part, but he would only say 
that if it was such an undertaking 
would have no force in law. On the 
other hand, the. repudiation of it by him 
should have a terrific and overwhelming 
effect upon the wife who trusted to it. It 
would not only shatter the moral basis upon 
which she had brought up the family, kn 
would destroy her own belief and confidence 
in the plighted word oí the man to wiom 
she committed herself on that solemn _ pledge. 

Having reviewed the. evidence, Judge 
Noonan said that he agreed with the decision 
come to by the District Justice. He found 
that an assault, a technical one, perhaps, but 
an assault, was committed. He was glad to 
think that, in affirming his decision, he was 
doing what was most likely to contribute to 
or to maintain the peace of this family. Since 
the decision was made the status quo had 
been reverted to, and the parties had lived 
happily. The defendant would he under a 
bond to be of good.behaviour, and in this way 
he would exercise his paternal authority in a 
conscientious way with respect for the rights 
of his wife. ' 

The judge affirmed the decision of the 
District Justice in both summonses, and dis. 
missed the appeals with costs and ten shillings 
expenses.

WOMAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER OF HUSBAND.

organs, and stated that im the stomach and 
contents and intestines he: found  4-10ths 
of a grain of strychnine, while strychnine 
was also diffused throughout the other organs. 
In his opinion there must have been at 
least two gtains of strychnine distributed 
throughout the body. 

Dr. Leitch said the cause of death was 
asphyxia, as a result of strychnine poisoning, 
and the jury found accordingly.

SKYLIGHTS FORCED. 

Guard Sullivan (206C) deposed to the 
arrest of Dixon and alsh, and read a 
lengthy statement alleged to have been made 
b ixon, which described how a number of 
the shops and houses had been entered. 
Dixon handed over a large quantity of 
property, and as the witness read the 
document he picked up various articles as he 
came on references to them. 

Inspector Maher said that he read over to 
the defendants statements which they had 
made, and in most cases they admitted that 
the charges were correct. In other instances 
they challenged the amounts of money set 
forth, and they also disputed some of the 
articles which were alleged to have been 
stolen.

DUBLIN CONFERENCE 
THE CRIMINAL LAW. 


A largely attended conference was heid 
yesterday in the rooms of the Women 
Workers’ Union, Eden quay, Dublin. It 
was called by the Committee for ‘‘ The re- 
form of the jaws relating to women and the 
protection of children.” Representatives of 
many organisations were present to consider 
the necessity for preparing evidence in con- 
nection with the committee of — that 
is being set up by the Minister for Justice 
to consider the question of the raising of the 
age of consent and other matters relating 
to amendment of the Criminal Law. 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power presided, and 
the speakers included the Rev. R. 8 .Devane, 


S.J.; the Rev. Mr. Kennedy, Dean of Christ.”

items under the Criminal Law Amendment 
Act, and urges that the terms of reference 
be wide enough to deal with the general 
problem of social vice.’’ 

The different speakers were unanimously 
in favour of the age of consent being raised 
to 18 years at the lowest limit. The confer- 
ence expressed the hope that the terms of 
reference would be sufficiently wide to admit 
consideration of aspects of the conditions 
arising out of the present state of the law, 
particularly’ with the methods of dealing 
with girls who were the mothers of illegiti- 
mate children and with the children them- 
selves.

MEETING OF RESEARCH 


ASSOCIATION. 


The tenth annual general meeting of the 
Linen Industry Research Association was 
held vesterday in the Chamber of Commerce, 
Belfast. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. G. Crawford) said 
that the end of the second quinquennial 
period marked a definite change in the history 
of the Association in more ways than one. 
There was the change in the idea of mem- 
bership moving from the largely in- 
dividualistic conception towards member- 
ship more clearly co-extensive with that of 
the sectional trade organisations fostered 
by the feeling that membership of the Re- 
search Association was ho longer a luxury, 
but fast becoming a necessity for progress, 
if not for existence. There also was the 
gradual change of direction in research, 
which to a certain extent was automatic and 
inevitable. 

Considering the uncertain’ state of 
knowledge ten years ago of the fundamentals 
of the flax plant and the processes its fibre 
underwent, the work at the beginning was 
bound to be very largely on the lines of 
pure research. As knowledge accumulated 
possibilities of advance gradually became 
more clear, and now, in connection with 
almost every operation, definite problems 
were being tackled and valuable indications 
of results were being revealed, so that sooner 
or later an abundant harvest should be 


reaped.
